Superintendent Victor Fixes It and 
the Men Resume. 

The strike of yardmen atthe California 
Central Railway yards in this city—noted 
exclusively in Tne Times—is over. As 
already related, the force, numbering about 
fifteen men, walked out on Wednesday— 
the day crew at noon and the night crew at 
night.

Investigate Building Stones. 


‘William Ireland, Jr., State Min- 
eralogist, with ‘the coéperation of A. 
Wendell Jackson, professor of miner- 
alogy, petrography, and economic 
geology, in the State University, pro- 
poses to make an exhaustive investiga- 
tion of the building-stones of the State, 
and to that end invites assistance in 
procuring the necessary material. The 
report will cover mineralogical deserip- 
tion, based on microscopical examina- 
tion of thin sections; chemical compo- 
sition, where necessary; density; tests 
of strength; permanence ot color; 
absorptive properties for moisture and 
water; weathering properties; resist- 
ance to heat, and general adaptability 
to structural purposes. For the pur- 
pose of this series of investigations, 
the following material will be required 
for each stone examined: 

Ten cubes of one and one-half inches. 
edge roughly dressed; two cubes of 


cubes, cut out conformably with the 
bedding of the rock, of two and one- 
half inches edge, if rock is soft, and of 


is hard; ten hand specimens, roughly 
chipped to the size of 44x34x14 inches: 
six hand specimens. polished on one 
side and roughly dressed, otherwise of 
the size 44x34x14 inches; twenty thin 
chips or flakes, approx: mately 14 inches 
square. 

In the preparation of the cubes it is 
important to mark which is the edge 
and which the bedding side, unless this 
is sufficiently obvious from the texture 
or grain of the rock. 

All of the specimens should be care- 
fully selected from a suflicient depth to 
insure fresh material, and as complete 
freedom as possible from weathered 
surfaces. In addition, one or two speci- 
mens, particularly illustrating the 
natural weathered surfaces, should be 
sent. Each specimen must be carefully 
wrapped, and all packed firmly ina 
a wooden box, and addressed, to the 
Mining Bureau, Pioneer Building, San 
Francisco, freight charges prepaid. A 
letter should likewise be addressed tothe 
State Mineralogist, giving detailed in- 
formation as to exact locality and ex- 
tent ef deposit, present means of trans- 
portation to nearest market, buildings 
in which the stone may already have 
been used, and the name of the owner 
of the quarry. 3 

This investigation, if properly sup- 
ported, ought to accomplish a good deal 
in the industrial development of this 
State.

the counselors to President Taylor. The 
other counselor, Joseph F. Smith, claims 
priority and the right of succession by vir- 
tue of being the nephew of Joe Smith, the 
founder of the church. He is a fiery 
fanatic, bitter in denunciation of the 
Gentiles, and constantly preaches in the 
tabernacle non-intercourse in business as 
well as social affairs with those who are not 
of the Mormon faith. He would like to see 
Salt Lake City and the other portions of 
Utah revert to the condition of affairs 


nis Beecher memorial oration Bob 
Ingersoll said: “Henry Ward Beecher 
was born in a Puritan penitentiary, of 
which his father was one of the 
wardens.”’ 


SUMMING up the points of its nas- 
cent boom the Ventura Free Press 
says:

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Was, and so broke the spell. He was 
not a phantom, nor a marine ghost, nor 
anything remarkable, merely a bather, 
who had a fancy for swimming in the 
surf, and his movements through the 
water had excited numerous luminous 
animals into unwonted activity. 
There was material enough in the in- 
cident for a dozen ghost stories, and if 
Some superstitious darkey had seen the 
Swimmer, and rushed away telling of 
it, Santa Monica would have had a 
sensation. 
For a week or more the tide has been 
extremely high; on the evening in 
uestion sweeping many feet higher 
an usual, while the sea reached far 
up beneath some of the tents, threaten- 
ing to engulf the mermaid and swamp 
the merry-go-rounds and other booths 
“pgp the end of the pier after 
the darkness had thoroughly set in, 
the sight was an impressive one. 
Great seas were following each other 
in twos and threes; now breaking into 
foam far from shore, or reserving 
heir force until well on the beach, 
hen flooding the sands for miles away 
with a peculiar white light. Probably 
many thought it was the white foam 
still visible in the darkness, but this 
breaking of the waves was the signal 
for the displayal of one of the most 
marvelous, and little understood of all 
natural phenomena—phosphorescence. 
The slightest disturbance of the water 
causing i ignition. A 
ripple, of some af - 
frighted fish was followed by a 
blaze, while every pile that supported 
the pier was enveloped in a fiery 
dioud, a veritable living nebule of 
lights. By passing 3 hand swiftly 
through the water, light enough was 
produced to almost read by. To the 
speculative observer such an exhibition 
suggests wonderful discoveries in the 
future, and the possible utilization of 
this light in some form. 
Phosphorescence as a scientific term 
as meaningless. It simply implies a 
ight without heat; something which, 
anventors are in search of, and this 
ertainly fills the bill. The phosphor- 


iy 


scence of animals continues in vacuo, 
mm conditions where ordinary light is 
possible in the water, in various 
ases that are fatal to combustion. In 
these different situations it con- 
inues to gleam; yet if the most delicate 
thermometer is placed in the midst of 
and in contact with myriads of these 
light-givers, not the slightest evidence 
of heat is perceptible. It is so far un- 
explainable. Looking down into the 
water,one is astonished at the vast 
numbers of these gp. ego. and it is 
evident that the deep sea is more or 
less illumined in this way. Here, a 
delicate jelly fish floats along, each 
tentacle marked against the water in 
lines of foil, while the body part, the 
zone, is umbrella, call it what you will, 
geems fairly ablaze with the wondrous 
light. These jelly fishes are of all 
shapes and kinds—some seem like can- 
non balls; others have long tentacles, 
and would fill the two hands. Solidi- 
fied water, we might call them. And, 
indeed, investigation shows but little 
more, as eight-five per cent. of their 
substance is water; yet these simple 
creatures have eyes and various other 
organs, and this wondrous gift or power 
of emitting light. 
Jelly fishes are not always the deli- 
ate objects we see here. Some years 
ago curious stories were told at a cer- 
ain seaport town on the Malay coast 
About a comet that was seen in the 
ater. Several persons observed it, 
and finally the tale attracted the atten- 
tion of some Englishmen, who had the 
wood fortune to see the comet come 
mshore, when it proved to be an enor- 
mous jelly fish that, when moving 
trough the water with tentacles 
treaming behind, resembled a comet, 
specially as it wasgleaming with light. 
his wonderful creature was eight or 
ine feet across the disk, and had ten- 
facies from two hundred and fifty to 
ree hundred feet long. Its weight 
yas estimated at ten or twelve tons. 
While the jelly fishes add greatly to 
he luminosity of the water, they are, 
mn reality, merely a small factor in the 
most of light-givers. The light that ap- 


spears in silvery flashes when the waves 


break under the pier is due to 
umerous crustaceans that are swim- 
ming about; and if we could examine 


‘the water with a glass, myriads of 


minute creatures would found 
representing many branches of the 
animal kingdom, all gleaming and 
scintaillating withseeming fire. Down 
at San Pedro, or anywhere where rocks 
abound, we shall find one of the most 
interesting of all the light-givers. It 
is known as the renilla, emitting a 
lilac light and sometimes a gleam of 
green of extreme softness. Taken out 
E the water this creature is most un- 
Itractive, resembling a at flat 
worm or a dried and flattened pea with 
a long stem. The renilla possesses 
still another interest. It is in its way 
an ancestor, providing one believes in 
the theory of evolution, as it is popu- 
larly understood, the group to which it 
belongs being according to late zoolog- 
ical classification; the one which con- 
tains the lowest form of backboned life 
a little creature resembling a tadpole, 
and itself a resplendent light-giver. 

If a glass of water is taken up, and 
carefully examined. there will often be 
found little objects, almost invisible to 
the naked eye, resembling currants. 
If one can be lifted, upon a pin or some 
small object, it will in the dark gleam 
with a vivid light and assume a pear 
Shape. This little drop or atom of 
jelly is the noctiluca, and has often 
caused much astonishment to bathers 
in warm climates. A gentleman once 
entered the water, not many hundred 
miles from San Diego, at night, and, 
— — coming out, found to his aston- 
ishment that he was a literal specter. 
His entire body was apparently ablaze, 
glowing with a vivid light, while the 
drops that fell as he moved along 
seemed to gleam with a white heat. 
Investigation showed that he was cov- 


ered with these minute creatures, en- |

I saw that the story was not exagger- 
ated, but the man’s entire body was 
luminous. I soon found out the rea- 
son. He was in a certain stage of a 
peculiar lung trouble that often pro- 
duces the phenomenon. The poor fel- 
low did not understand why he was 
avoided, and I did not enlighten him, 
as he was not long for this world.“ 

An equally interesting case occurred 
some years age in one of the large 
cities. of the East. An Italian lady 
employed a woman to give her a course 
of training, part of which consisted of 
a good rubbing down. On one occasion 
this was done at night, and the mo- 
ment the towel was applied a distinct 
blaze of light appeared, and soon the 
lady was enveloped in a cloud of lumin- 
osity that so alarmed the maid that 
she rushed screaming away, while the 
lady herself fell in a swoon, perhaps 
thinking that she was about to be con- 
sumed. The cause of this was un- 
doubtedly some electrical disturbance,

A few years ago an incoming vessel 
reported a remarkable phenomenon. In 
the mid-Pacific the vessel suddenly en- 
tered a bank of luminous mist, not 
over five feet in height, which seemed 
to roll over the surface in waves of 


light. So brilliant was it that the men | 


could read by the light, and not a few 
ascribed it to some supernatural agency. 
The officers believed it to be some elec- 
trical phenomenon, while others, who 
saw in,the water large luminous 1 
8 it came from this cause. Prob- 
th assisted in the display. 
lectrical phenomena take in many 
shapes and forms, especially at sea. 
Balls of fire are seen on the masts and 
at the tops of the yards, while flames 
dart from the rigging. Sometimes 
rings and halos appear about the mast- 
heads; and other forms too numerous 
to mention are seen. ‘ 
Lightning at sea is decidedly un- 
pleasant, the tall masts of a ship being 
attractive points in more senses than 
one. I remember some years ago, 
while cruising in a full-rigged ship. it 
became necessary for every available 
person to shorten sail, and having had 
some experience in yachting, I took a 
hand with the men at the fore- 
top-sail yard. It was as dark 
as dark could be, the advance 
guards of a squall, inky clouds had en- 
veloped the heavens and we had to feel 
for the gaskets. By my side was an 
old sailor who, ashe afterwards told 


in nearly every gale in the country. 
Not being able to find the ropes he 
manufactured a mighty oath, accom- 
panied by a request for light, and he 
got it; for there came a flash of light- 
ning that literally illuminated the en- 
tire heavens, its intonation and roar 
almost sending us from the yard, and I 
distinctly saw the old villain’s blanched 
face—the picture of fear and horror— 
before it died away. I doubt if he ever 
swore as much aloft again. 

One of the most remarkable sights 
seen by a vessel in the way of luminous 
phenomenons, was in the extreme 
south near the ice line. A New Bed- 
ford whaler had gone there in hopes of 
running down a whale or so, and one 
night while moving along under easy 
sail she sighted what appeared to be a 
white cloud which rose rapidly ahead. 
As they drew near the instruments told 
of ice, and the supposed cloud turned 
out to be an iceberg, gleaming with a 
peculiar bluish light, making the im- 
mense mass of ice a remarkably notice- 
able spectacle. Ice is often luminous, 
both from electric and other causes, 
and the snow-crowned peaks of high 
mountains often appear surmounted 
with a cap of light. That of Mount 
Blanc has been photographed, and the 
light emitted by the ice fields here has 
been found sufficient to affect the sen- 
sitive photographic plates. KELP.

GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 


The lands of the 1 ge a Company of 
Mexico comprise the fertile district known as 
the northern or upper half of the peninsula 
of Lower California. Commencing at the line 
fhifteen miles south of San Diego in the United 
States, near parallel north latitude, the Com- 
peers property extends southward a distance 
of 300 miles, having the Pacific Ocean upon one 
side and the Gulf of California on the other. 
The valleys are deep and frequent, and from 


‘the altitude of the mountains receive a greater 


amount of moisture than the country turther 
north, Springs and running streams are 
abundant. The soil in the valleys is very fer- 
tile, and. as a rule, the latter is frin with 
the dark, loose loam so good for fruit-culture, 
and the strong, red soil from which such re- 
markable results have been obtained in culti- 
vating the grape for raisins and for wine. 
The mountains are heavily timbered with pine 
at a distance of three miles frem the coast. 
Corn has been raised upon the Maneadero,near 
Ensenada, this season, where, in two months 
from the time of planting, the stalks were 
from fourteen to eighteen feet in height. 
Fruit trees planted last spring have prospered 
and some will bearing next year. Corn, 
wheat, barley and all the cereals can be raised 
here, as can the sugar cane, tobacco, cotton, 
grapes, oranges, figs, bananas, limes, pome- 
Frunntes, cocoanuts, pineapples, lemons. 
peaches and apricots, as well as the apple and 
pear of the temperate zone. 

On the hillsides there is good grazing for 
horses, cattle, sheepand goats the entire year, 
and the cafions are timbered with liveoaks. 

e eucalyptus tree of Lower California 
grows to a height of forty feet in three 
ears from the seed. The orange on the lower 
alf of the peninsula, originally transplanted 
from Spain, is finer than the celebra navel. 
It is estimated that pineapples will givea 
profit of #600 per acre. 

The pampas grass, the feathery plumes of 
which sellin Eastern cities for { cents each, 
are common ornaments of the dooryard. 


RAINFALL. 


Rain falls gently and evenly during the 
night and is not accompanied with high winds 
and vivid lightning, as in countries further 
north. The fall last year, to date of March 
15th, was twenty-one inches. 


WILD GAME. 


Game is abundant, the California quail being 
seen in myriads, also other wild fowl in the 
season. while antelope and deer frequent the 
heads of the valleys. 


BEES, FLOWERS, HONEY. 


So thickly are the lands covered with 
blossoms of various wild flowers, clover, etc., 
that honey can be produced in any quantity 
A single town near the m- 
ny’s lands shipped in one season 
2,070,000 pounds. The wild bees have taken 
such ssession of this land of flowers that 
the settlers will find an abundance of sweeten- 
ing at their very doors. Not only are hollow 
trees and clefts in rocks tenanted, but eaves of 
buildings in town. are preémpted Near En- 
senada one single body of wild honey is said 
to measure six feet in length by two in width 
and over 100 different swarms are reputed to 
occupy portions of the little hill where it is 
stored. We noticed that the hives or boxes 
around the settlers’ habitations had been, 

ny of them, overturned by cattle, the con- 
tants having been hitherto evidently beyond 
the means of transportation. 


TIMBER.

You are 
here on the d parallel, beyond the reach of 
the severe winters of northern latitudes. You 
have a great capital in your climate. It will 
be worth millions to you. This is one ot the 
favored spots of the earth, and poo will 
come to you from all quarters to live in your 
genial and healthful atmosphere.”

These dynamos are 
driven by one engine, and it was im- 
possible to tell that the machines were 
delivering the current to the track, 
there being no spark and very little 
noise. The current is taken to the car 
by means of athird rail, which in the 
elty limits is placed in a conduit en- 
tirely below the level of the street, but 
at the tool-gate it is raised somewhat 
and protected by wooden stringers on the 
remuinder of the road. Thé equipment 
of the road has been largely increased, 
and cars now run every half hour 
While inspecting the conduit the car
